Doesn’t Think President

Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles said today he had faith 
that the Syrian crisis would be 
worked out peacefully, although 
the situation remained danger- 
ous and explosive.

Ten St.- Louis area hunters, 
unschooled in camping, will 
leave here Sept. 23 for the 
wilds of northern Wyoming in 
a 1949 bus.

Prime Minister Nehru has let it be known 
that India would appreciate an American loan 
of from $500,000,000 to $600,000,000 to meet 
the exchange difficulties caused primarily by 
its industrialization program. The Indian Fi- 
nance Minister will soon be in this country to 
open negotiations. 

Here is a golden opportunity. The democratic 
future of India—and of much of the rest of 
Asia—depends largely on how rapidly it can 
push the building of factories so that there 
may be enough jobs to produce a modest 
prosperity—at least by Asian standards. Nehru 
believes that this can be done in a democratic 
way. But there is no blinking the fact that 
many Asians are impressed by the accomplish- 
ments of Communist Russia and China.

4,500,000,000 YEARS

TORONTO, Sept. 10—A num- 
ber of scien who have

The figure was 
4,500,000,000 years. 
They also agreed on this fig- 
ure as representing the age of 
the meteorites that occasionally 
fall on the earth. This sug- 
gested that the earth, the other 
planets and the meteorites 
were formed at the same time. 
The figure was based on 
study of radioactive in 
various elements. The oldest 
method was to measure the pro- 
portions of uranium 238 and 
uranium 235 that had turncd 
into two isotopes of lead. These 
forms of uranium each decay 
at a constant rate. Other ra- 
dioactive elements have been 
analyzed in recent years for ad- 
ditional data on the earth’s age.

Crossed-Eyes 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, M.D. 


EAR DR. STEINCROHN: I have a problem—my beauti- 

ful 22-year-old. daughter has crossed-eyes. I have not 

had any eye problem with my four other youngsters so 
I am helpless as to just what to do. I get all kinds of ad- 
vice. One pediatrician says that I'd better take her to a 
good eye specialist right away. The other says there’s no 
hurry. He says that the child may grow out of it as her 
eyes get stronger. What do you suggest? Shall I stand by 
hoping for the best? Or shall I do something about it now? 
I'd never forgive myself if she grew up cross-eyed and I 
was responsible for ruining her life. 


x «x * 

ANSWER: I have looked for some recent data on this 
problem of strabismus (which is the medical name for 
crossed-eyes) and have come across a medical symposium 
on the question. Here are some of the pertinent facts 
that may help straighten you out. For example, Dr. James 
H. Scruggs Jr., of Waco, Tex., writes in the medical forum 
in Modern Medicine: “Although the time of the beginning 
treatment may vary, the child should be referred to an 
ophthalmologist early. By the age of one year, the visual 
reflexes are pretty well developed.” He mentions that the 
eyes should be straightened before school age in order to 
avoid the psychic trauma to the child caused by commenhts 
of echoolmates. He says: “Under no circumstances should 
the family physician advise the parents to wait and see 
whether the deviation will become better,” 


Dr. Scruggs quotes his professor, Dr. Scobee, who used 
to say: “Such a practice is watchful waiting while the house 
burns down.” I think, Mrs. W., that this should convince 
you to take your daughter to an eye specialist as soon as 
you can,

DR. ROLAND H. MYERS of Memphis wrote: “If the 
strabismus is present at birth or shows up before the age 
of 2 years, the condition is usually one of imbalance in the 
actions of the extraocular muscles, Surgery will be needed 
and I prefer to do this between the ages of 2 and 3 years. 
If a child uses the same eye constantly, allowing the other 
to cross, he must be forced to use the crossing eye to assure 
the development of good vision. This is done by octluding 
(putting on an eye shield) or atropinizing the fixing eye. To 
get maximum results may take three to six months or longer. 
Treatment should be given ag necessary until surgery is 
performed. ' 
“Strabismus that appears after the age of 2 years 
usually has an accommodative basis. For this type the 
fractive error is fully corrected by glasses. If the 


of one eye is below normal, the normal eye should be oc-. 
cluded until the visual acuity in both eyes is equal, If 
glasses do not hold the eyes straight, exercises may be of 


benefit in some patients. This training is started when ~ 


the child is old enough to co-operate, usually 3 to 5 years 
of age. If glasses and exercises do not correct the defect, 
surgery usually should be performed before the age of 5 
years, 

“Since a child with crossed eyes is prone to develop 
an inferiority complex, I like to have the treatment and 
surgery finished by the age of 5 years; it is even more im- 
portant to have treatment. completed by the age of 6 when 
the child enters school competition.”
